According to reports, prairie farm- 
ers, anxious to try out the new 
wheat, are flooding the government ex- 
perimental stations serving their re- 
spective districts with applications 
for test seed. Although preliminary 
milling and baking tests have been 
made, more thorough tests will be con- 
ducted before the seed is released for 
general distifbution. A limited quan- 
tity of seed has been sent to a number 
of the experimental stations, which,

wheat, G. E. De Long, 
of

B.S.A., assistant superintendent 
the Dominion experimental farm, 
Lacombe, Alta. states that the new 
wheat has been grown at the Al- 
berta station since 1919.

“Garnet appears to be about mid- 
way between Marquis and Ruby tn 
tendency to shatter if allowed to be 
come too mature before harvesting.

In a recent bulletin fssued by the 
|Alberta Government {t Is stated in- 
| vestigations were made into all 
| known experimental processes for 
| the manufacture of pulp from straw, 
and finally about two years ago the 
government made arrangements for 
laboratory tests of the Bache-Wilg 
| process In (he pulp and paper division 
of the forest products laboratories, 
Montreal, under the joint supervision 
,of E. Parke Cameron, superintendent 
lof the division, and John Bache-Wilg, 
|Who was co-tnventor with his father 
ein the process. 

| The government has studied care- 
jfully the results of these tests, and 
the ‘trade commissioner has spent 
jconsiderable time in the laboratory 
getting information at first hand. 

Carl Bache-Wlig, senior, was con- 
nected with the first wood pulp and 
paper mill in Norway, built by his 
father. He owned the second ground 
; Wood mill constructed {n Norway and 
'was long identified as an expert with 
jmany of the best known wood pulp 
and paper mills of the United States 
jand Canada, having been employed tn 
lan expert capacity to increase che effi- 
‘elency of the obtaining of higher 
_Ylelds and Jowering costs of produo 
ton. 
| In 1908 Mr. Bache-Wilg recom- 
mended his experiments with straw 
pulp in his laboratory in the United 
States. He continued experimenting 
/until he had found that by his process 
he could very materially increase the 
cellulose yield from wheat and other 
| cereal straw. 

“Muller's” analysis of straw gives 
the cellulose as 43 per cent.; “Heyer” 
gives the cellulose content of straw 


as 61 per cent. while a German 
analyst gives the cejlulose in straw 
as 49.17 per cent., but Mr. Bache 


Wilg obtained as high as 75 per cent. 
of unbleached fibre from wheat straw, 
but found that the commercial yields 
gave the following results: 

Wheat straw, 40 to 45 
commercial celiulose. 

Corn stalks, 40 
commercia) cellulose. 

Flax straw, 25 to 30 per cent. com- 
mercial cellulose. 

The Bache-Wilg process does not in- 
volve any radical departure from stan- 
dard sulphite practice, which givea it 
|the advantage of being able to utilize 
present-day standard wood pulp equip- 
|ment in (he manufacture of straw pulp. 
At the same time it requires very 
,;much less power than is necessary in 
‘the preparation of wood pulp for the 
reason that the marking, chipping and 
grinding processes are eliminated. 

Every variety of paper is capable 

of manufacture from straw pulp, and 
ithe semi-commercial tests have dem- 
onstrated that the quality is fully 
equal to that produced from wood pulp. 
In addition to newsprint special atten- 
tion was pald to the manufacture of 
wrapping paper, sheathing paper, ham 
and bottle wrappers and carton boards, 
for all of which there Is a ready mar- 
ket in Western Canada There was 
developed also under the process an 
insulating board having a distinct ad- 
vantage over anything at present on 
the market in that {t is surfaced and 
can be used as a wall board; it 1s also 
both water and fire resistant. This 
material has met with the enthusfastio 
approval of architecta and builders

In The West 


Prosperous Settiers Tel! of Opportuni- 
ties Found Here 


One result of the good crops in Can- 
ada lest year was shown in the In- 
creased number of farmers from the 
Dominion, who came originally from 
the British tsles, going to the Old 
Country- for the Christmas holidays, 
according to the Montreal Gazette. In 
@ recent article the Gazette states: 

“Interviewing several of the west- 
erners, men from the British Isles who 
had made good In the Canadian west, 
{t was found that thelr unanimous 
opinion was ‘There's no hospitality 
anywhere {fn this world like that of the 
Canadian west.’ Bronzed by con- 
stant exposure in the western sun 
while at work {nm the field, in perfect 
physical condition, the farmers poured 
{nto the Windsor Station for a two- 
hour stopover {n Montreal before 
boardnig the trains to St. John. 

“A sturdy young westerner sald: 
‘There are men on this train who are 
able to go back to the Old Country, 
on a six weeks’ trip, after having been 
out in the west only. two years. Of 
course, they put in @ lot of hard, 
steady work.’ Then pointing to a 
man of rather youthful appearance, 
Ted Bouchard added: ‘That's Al Kivet. 
He works on the McTavish farm at 
High River, Alberta, not far from the 
Prince of Wales’ ranch there. He ap- 
pears to be about 25 years old, doesn't 
he? He was twenty-five about fifteen 
years ago. That is what the west has 
done for him. He probably doesn’t 
know what it is to be sick.’ 

“Al Rivet, a powerful young man in 
@ loose-fitting grey suit, had only 
words of praise for the west. ‘You 
see,’ he explained, ‘the reason we all 
have money out there ts because we 
have no expenses.
